DREADED DAY. 


SERIOUS APPREHENSIONS OF TROUBLE FELT AT 
DUBLIN. 

Lorpor, Oct. 10.—All news from Dublin in- 
dicates that to-morrow is looked forward to 
with fear and trembling among the more 
peaceable residents of that city. Never in 
the present century, since the ill-fated effort 
of Emmett and his associates to stir up a rev- 
olution, has there been such a feeling of in 


tense unrest and apprehension in the 
chief city of Ireland. The prom.- 
ises of the authorities that 


they are able to maintain the peace 
have but little reassuring influence on those 
who know how Mr. Parnell was worshipped 
in Dublin and the strength of the hatred 
against the men who are regarded as his 
murderers. If the Healyites attempt to take 
part in Sunday’s demonstration, a riot and, 
perhaps, bloodshed is certain. Even if they 
do not, it is unlikely that the multitude of 
mourners will be satisfied short 
of some violent protest against the 
enemies of their hero. To the credit 
of the leading Parnellites be it said that they 
are as anxious as any to prevent violence 
from obtaining sway. Mr. Redmond sent a 
message to-day earnestly urging all friends 
of Parnell to best prove their respect and love 
for the dead by making their demonstration 


as peaceable as it will be imposing, 
and to give their enemies no 
chance to say that the friends | 
of Parnell were the foes of order. 


These admonitions, however, fall on many 
ears that seem deaf to all but the gospel of 
revenge. Already the delegations are throng- 
ing into Dublin from all parts of Ireland, 
and itis feared that even to-night may not 
pass without the anger of the Parnellites 
finding expression in that city. An extra 
force of police has been on duty during the 
day, and all the men not required on the 
streets are required to be ready in Darracks 
to-night to answer any call that may be made 
for their services. 


The apprehensions of trouble at the 
funeral to-morrow are so serious that 
the troops in Dublin have been 


strengthened by order of the Lord Lieuten- 
ant. The soldiers will remain under 
arms without interfering with the_cele- 
bration unless summoned to do 80 dy 
the lawful authorities, and then only in ex- 
tremity. The feeling for Parnell and against 
his opponents runs very high, not only in 
Dublin, but throughout Ireland, and the 
chiefapprehension seems to be that the del-

The great churchman does not hesitate to 
shoot his barbed arrows into the very grave 
ofthe dead chieftain. His remarks are in 
striking contrast to those of Cardinal Gibbons 
in America, who atleast softened his criti- 
cisms of the dead leader with a touch of Chris- 
tian charity. Oardinal Gibbons said of Mr. 
Parnell: ‘‘He was possessed ofan impertur- 
able disposition, which was never discon- 
certed, and he he possessed all the qualities 
of a great leader, but unfortunately pol- 
itics could not be entirely divorced from 
morals. 

HE HATED ENGLAND.

Lowpons, Oct. 10.—The telegrams from China 
in regard to the proceedings at Pekin in con- 
nection with the anti- foreign riots in that 
country give what is a comparatively color- 
less representation of what actually took 
place between the Chinese Ministers and the 
toreign representatives. The demands of the 
British Minister were especially categorical 
and peremptory as the two Europeans 
killed were British subjects 
wonder that the panic stricken Chinese 
officials in Pekin should telegraph instruc- 
tions to their Minister in London to urge 
Lord Salisbury to instruct Sir John Walsham 
not to put such vViolent pressure on 
them as it would only impede them 
in taking steps for protecting foreigners. 
It is now learned that Sir John Walsham put 
some very searching and vital questions. He 
wanted to know why the stronger edict of 
the Emperor against attacks of foreigners 
had not been promulgated throughout the 
Empire by telegraph im place of being in- 
trust ed to ordinary courters. 

The answer to this was that there is no 
precedent for dispatching an Imperial edict 
by telegraph, and with thisthe British Min- 
ister is naturally not satisfied. He also in- 
quired why the Magistrate at Whuhu, who 
did his best to p the Europeans, 
was degraded, while the other magis- 
trates, who did nothing, were not pun- 
ished; and finally he wanted to 
know when those guilty of the murders at 
Wusuch were going t de punished. Ata 
time when an appeal is addressed to England 
to deal generally with the central Govern- 
ment of China, because while ft ts perfectly

ers might overthrow the Manchu dynasty 
and bring China toaparchy. This is the ar- 
gument of the Chinese now against a demon- 
stration.

Another suggestion is that the province of 
Hunan, the center and hot bed of the anti- 
foreign feeling of China, should have one or 
more of its chief towns opened to foreign 
trade, and this finds considerable favor in 
official circles. 


RUSSIA NAVY. 


THREE NEW IRON-CLADS TO BE LAUNCHED—RE- 
SULTS OF THE FAMINE. 

St. PeTerspuac,Oct. 10.—So0 much has been 
recently written of the great activity among 
Russian soldiers that but very little attention 
has been given to the Russian navy. The 
announcement of the sixty-fourth an- 
niversary of the battle of Navarino, 
which is to be celebrated on the Mth 
of October, calls attention to the fact that 
Russia will launch on that day three new 
ironclads of the first class, one of which is to 
be named in honor of that great battle.

EVERY MOVE OF GOULD WATCHED IN LONDON— 
BRITISH TOPICS. 

Lowpow, Oct. 10.— American railway securi- 
ties have been the leading feature in the mar- 
ket forthe last week. Every move of Mr. 
Gould is watched here with the keenest in- 
terest and until something definite is known 
as to his future plans the market will remain 


somewhat uncertain. The future mon- 
ey market depends entirely upon 
two considerations, the magnitude 


of the American demand for gold and the ex- 
tent to which the Continental banks will al- 
low their stock of gold to be drawn upon to 
meet the demand. It seems to be conceded 
in financial circles, and preparations have 
been with that view, thata large amount of 
gold will find its way to New York during the 
next few months, but this creates no feeling of 
uneasiness because tis well known that the 
Bank of France and the Bank of Germany 
both occupy an unusually strong financial 
position at present, and that they would co- 
operate with the Bank of England in any sert - 
ous financial emergency. Despite the fact 
that the drain of gold from Europe Is sure to 
be upon a large scale, the trade demand for 
money is restricted, and those whoare well 
posted in financial matters assert that it is 
very doubtful of the bank rate will do ad- 
vanced from 2 per centany time during the 
autumn. If this be so, the figure is not sum 
ciently high to affect injuriously speculative 
activity. 

The death not long ago of Mr. Robert Stan- 
nard at Brighton, who was a famous railroad 
engineer, revived some interesting incidents 
in connection with railroad enterprises.

CONGO FREE STATE. 


THE ARRANGEMENTS BETWEEN STANLEY AND 
KING LEOPOLD. 

Loyrpon, Oct. 10.—The telegrams with refer- 
ence to the governorship of the Congo Free 
State and Mr. Henry M. Stanley are founded 
on a misapprehension of the real facts of the 
case. These facts are very simple, but have 
not apparently become generally known 


either in Brussels or in Berlin. When 
Mr. Stanley retired from his position 
as Governor of the Free State 
King Leopold was anxious to retain 


some hold on Mr. Stanley, of whose organiz- 
ing powers the King has the very highest 
opinion.

IN HONOR OF PARNELL. 


A MEETING HELD LAST NIGHT AT 


At s o’clock last night a meeting of sympa- 
thizers with the Irish cause was held at the 
Lindell Hotel for the purpose of 
taking action in reference to the 
death of Charles Stewart Parnell. The 
meeting assembled in the ladies’ ordinary, 
and about one hundred gentlemen were 
present. The chair was taken by Dr, Thomas 
O’Reilly, who called the meeting to order. 

DR. O’REILLY’S ADDRESS. 

He opened his remarks by saying that a man 
who had done eminent service to the Irish 
cause had just passed away. For years he 
had been the acknowledged leader of those 


and was the most honored and 
revered champion of its cause. The 
last year of his life nad deen such 
that it was necessary to cast the mantle of 
charity over its history, but now that death 
had put an end to his career all the recent 
occurrences might pass into oblivion, and 


land, 


had done for Ireland could scarcely 
be overestimated. His skill as a debater, his 
matchless courage and his devoted patriot- 
ism had done wonders for his country. When 
he first come prominently to the front the 
Irish peasant was a mere serf, depend ent

soil. Parnell] had. championed his cause, 
and the land bill passed by Gladstone in 1870, 
which had been the entering wedge of all 
that succeeded, was largely due to his efforts.

Within two years 
it has become as well known as Chicago. It 
does not owe its sudden prominence toa 
realestate boom, as sO many other places, 
especially inthe West. Whatever notoriety 
and prominence it has achieved are due to 
one man and one thing. The man is Dr. Les- 
ie E. Keeley and the thing is his double 
chloride of gold cure for drunkenness. A vil- 
lage in which churches and missionary soci. 
eties flourished and godliness and sobriety 
were the normal conditions, it has suddenly 
become the Mecca for drunkards. . 

But though fame is new alike to the villa 
and to Dr. Keeley’s double chloride of gold 
cure for drunkenness, neither is exactly new. 
The village was organized nearly forty years 
ago, and for wrt | thirty years has been al- 
most as large as it is now. During the war 
it was active in patriotic endeavor. @ little 
village of only 1.000 inhabitants organized 
and sent to the front two companies, besides 
many of her sons who enlisted in companies 
nized in neighboring towns.

He patronized the village tallor instead of 
having his clothes made in Chicagoas sev 
eral other residents did whose fortunes had 
enabled them to do so. He bought prop- 
erty and improved it, and otherwise testified 
to his faith in the community. He tooka 
lively interest in the social and literary 
efforts ofthe village, and during the ‘‘Pina- 
fore’’ craze he spent weeks of his time in re- 
hearsing and drilling the amateur Fina 
fore’’ compan) that was organized amon 
the members of the various church choirs o 
the village. He designed and set up the 
necessary scenery and other stage effects and 
originated and drilled the company in 80 
much stage ‘‘business’’ that when the opera 
was finally given in Kepplinger’s Opera-house 
for the benefit of the yellow fever sufferers it 
was so unqualifiedly successful that invita- 
tions were mediately received to produce 
it in Pontiac, the county seat, and Fairbury, 
the largest town in t county, and even ip 
Bloomingdale and Peoria. 

When the Dwight Baseball Club needed 
money for uniforms and equipments to en- 
able it to enter the contest for the pennant 
with the nines of Streator, Morris, Gardner 
and Chenoa, Dr. Keeley led ina movement 
that secured it both a ptly and in abund- 
ance. But the great coup, by which he ef 
fectually rendered impossible any open ex- 
pression of want of confidence in him or his 
remedy by the better and more influential 
portion of the community, was his timely 
and successful aid in carrying the village 
election for Prohibition.

CURING INEBRIETY.

WHAT If A VISIT. TO WESTCHESTER IN- 


STITUTE. 


WreronrstTen, N. T., Oct. 7.—Not far from 
the grim Westchester County Jail, in White 
Plains, isa fine old mansion surrounded by 


trees a century old. It is a large wooden 
building, painted white, with wide plazzas 
and large, fluted Doric pillars on three of its 
sides. It was built by a wealthy family back 
early in the forties and occupied for nearly 
two score years as a home of comfort 
and luxury. The old mansion has arrived 
at a sensational period in its history. 
The floors, relaid hardly a month ago, echo to 
many strange footsteps. Four times a day a 
peculiar scene fs enacted in the spacious 
room that was formeriy the parlor of the 
mansion. Forty well-dressed men, who have 
come to confess themselves habitual drunk 
ards or victims_of opium habit, pass in 
line before a pfiysician and receive the bi- 
chloride of hypodermic treatment. 
Many of the men in this line are in the de- 
cade between forty and fifty years, and 
bear the marks of a professional career 
and an existence passed in large towns. A 
few are young men whose dress and manners 
indicate wealthy connections. In the line are 
lawyers, physicians, editors and at least one 
clergyman. Some of them are men sent 
there by their em ers from large business 
concerns in New York. At 8 o'clock, at 12 
o clock and at 5 and 7°30 the line forms in the 
wide hall of the old mansion. The men have 
removed their hats and coats. 

Just within the parior is a small table with 
which opened discloses a 
a light pink liquid, two 
hy ermic syringes, twovials containing 
opium and morphine and an —— of t wo- 
ounce and four -ounce bottles filled with Bour- 
bon whisky. Asthe doctor comes forward 
and fillsone ofthe little syringes from the 
pink liquid a music-box on another table is 
why The first man in the line enters the 
room res his left arm, and in an instant 
the sharp point of the needle is applied and 
he receives near his shoulder a drop of the 
— liquid. He hands the 5 an empty 

wo-ounce bottle to be fi with Bourbon 
whisky. The next in line, a tall man with 
well-cut iron-gray Deard and a face that 
curiously blends resolution and business 
energy with an expression of over-strung 
nerves, receives the injection, but turns away 
without asking for the Bourbon. He, how- 
ever, gives to an attendant an eight-ounce 
bottle, faton one side and convex on the 
other, on which is written ‘‘No. 3“ and the 
name ofthe man. The attendant brings him 
a bottle numbered 4. The line passes rapidly 
before the young physician, all baring their 
arms for the prick of the hy ermic syringe, 
some receiving a flask of whisky, a few ask- 
ing for morphine or opium and getting it, and 
many exchanging the numbered bottles. The 
music continues, the line moves on in silence, 
broken only by an almost whispered question 
now and then from the little doctor as he 
feels his patient’s pulse and plies his needle. 

After the treatment the men leave the 
house, usually in pairs, and stroll leisurely 
back to the village. Most of them havea 
common destination in a hotel down near the 

rincipal business street of the town. The 

tel has a flourishing liquor bar, and as the 
men arrive atthe house many of them pass 
through this room, redolent with the odors of 
the intoxicants. The perhaps stay and chat 
over the bar with t dispenser of drinks 
who may be serving a customer. They pause, 
however, only fora moment, as they are 
bound for a room just beyend, in one corner 
of which is a little case of shelves filled with 
botties, This tiny cupboard is known among 
the men and in the villageas ‘‘the Keeley 
bar. Itisthe repository ofthe numbered 
tight-ounce bottles and of some of the whis- 
ky fiasks. All day it is unlocked and the 
men have free rse to it.

arrived patient at the institute is told 
that he is to be cured without the exer- 
cise ofany will r on his part. He isto 
have all the aicoholic liquor he wants to 
drink. He is given a four-ounce bottle of 
Bourbon whisky—or if his taste craves 
some other liquor—and told that the sup- 
ply will be replenished whenever he applies 
at the institute. The only restriction is that 
he shall not drink any other liquor than what 
is thus obtained. With 2 — and — — 
victims the same rule is followed in allow 
ing them all of the drug they crave. A 
printed slip of the rules of the institute is 
given to every pew comer. It states that no 
patient is accepted for less than a three 
weeks’ course treatment.

gets the electric current from the rails In a 
perfectly safe way; can pick it up through 
two and one-half inches of mud, and can 
move any of the present street cars on any 
of the existing lines, or oma track costing 
one-third less than a cable track, and do 
it much more cheaply and satisfactorily 
than it is done by cable or trolley system 
now. 
Mr. EDISON says also that he is build- 
ing an electric locomotive of 300 horse- 
power, which will apply still another new 
system of conduction without trolley to 
the big railroads, and move cars much 
more rapidly, cheaply and safely than «a 
steam locomotive can. He says the co- 
hesion of steel will be the only limit to the 
speed of his electric trains, and that with a 
triple expansion engine stationary on 2 
solid foundation, every twenty miles 
along the line, he will deliver horse 
power to trains in motion at one-third the 
cost of producing it in moving locomotives. 

Such results as he claims to have ob- 
tained and demonstrated by the most 
thorough tests, mean a complete revolu- 
tion in rapid transit for cities and also in 
general railway transportation—a revolu- 
tion promising faster, lighter and more fre- 
quent trains for passenger traffic between 
cities, lower passenger and freight rates 
and within cities the disappearance of the 
cable slot, the trolley wires and the gangs 
eternally tearing up and obstructing the 
streets to repair the tracks.

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PARTY TICKETS IN SCHOOL ELECTIONS. 


Both the Democratic Committee and the 
one representing the ‘‘Silk’’ wing of the 
Republican party have demonstrated the 
unfitness of such partisan agencies to 
nominate School Directors for the voters of 
this city to elect. Both have discussed 
and considered the nomination of partisan 
school tickets as a mere question of party 
policy, both holding party interest para- 
mount to the effect on school intereste. 
The ‘‘Silks,’’ with a declaration on 
their lips that party interference in school 
elections is wrong, resolve that a party op- 
portunity or emergency constrains them to 
sacrifice school interest to party interest 
to the extent of nominating a straight 
ticket of Silk“ Republicans for School 
Directors. In the Democratic Committee 
the only question was whether the nomina- 
tion of a Democratic school ticket would 
weaken or strengthen the party. A ma- 
jority opposed it on the ground that 
straight tip’’ from the School Board’s 
Election Committee gave assurance that 
the ticket would have ‘‘no show’’ or would 
be counted out. There was apparently no 
thought about anything but the possibility 
of securing the control of the board and 
annexing the schools to the party’s spoils 
inventory, and the Chairman estimates 
that, with better assurance on that point, 
or with more encouragement from the per- 
sistence of the ‘‘Silks,’’ the Democratic 
majority of 16 to 6 against nominating «a 
school ticket will yet be reversed. 

Such undisguised subordination of 
school management to every passing 
emergency of party conflicts and to the 
organized appetite’’ for spofts which is 
the synonym for a City Central Committee, 
ought to teach the people the importance 
of warning parties to keep their hands off 
the schoo! elections, and the best way to 
warn them is by refusing to vote for any 
man who runs as a party nominee for 
School Director. 

Every man who accepts a ‘‘Silk’’ nom- 
ination next Wednesday will by that act 
stand committed to the policy of making a 
strictly partisan use of the school election, 
and will be impliedly, if not literally, 
pledged to hold party interest paramount 
to the welfare of the schools. 

There is urgent need for the overthrow of 
the combination that sways the School 
Board, and the people can and will over- 
throw it if their power is not frittered 
away by the cunning devices of the com- 
bination aided by kindred spirits in the 
party committees, 
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WHERE DANGER LURES. 


In his oration at the unveiling of the 
Grant statue in Chicago Judge GRA, 
in commenting on the dangers threaten- 
ing the country, mentioned the indiffer- 
ence with which political affairs were re- 
garded by so many well-to-do persons who 
are wholly engrossed in business. The 
speaker was convinced that the indiffer- 
ence, in most cases, was only skin-deep 
and that patriotism was as full of vitality 
as ever, though obscured for the time by 
more personal interests. 

That many are careless of their political 
duties cannot be questioned, but that it is 
not deep-seated is not so certain. Indeed, 
there are some who boast that they have 
too much good taste to meddle with the 
unclean thing called politics, and more 
who confess that in their view it ie sub- 
ordinate to their own personal concerns. 


ot this class are those whose participation 
un politics is solely with the view of tur- 


he 
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‘*deadly enemies of the republic,’’ whose 
interest in government is measured by 
the amount of law-made profits which 
can be squeezed out of the 
people by purchased legislation. Such 
men do not care for politics, but for the 
wealth which may be accumulated by a 
skillful manipulation of political machin- 
ery, They are Republicans in Republican 
States and Democrats in Democratic States. 
They own bosses who put the money 
here it will do the most good“ and 
who spare their patrons the trouble 
of personal contact with anything 
so unseemly as the masses. One such 
individual speaking for himself 
and other members of his family explained 
their withdrawal from public life by say- 
ing that social duties were more agreeable 
and that when they wanted anything from 
the public they could buy it. It did not 
occur to him that he and his family had 
any interest in common with the people. 
His words are a recognition of class dis- 
tinctions and a declaration that the classes 
have not common interests. 

And curiously enough the plutocratic, 
or upper class, as it is called in the dialect 
of the Pharisees, has for its most useful 
ally the very poor who, being shut out 
from the benefits of free government, offer 
themselves as the raw material out of 
which the bosses fashion majorities. They 
make up the blocks of five, whose interest 
in government is measured by the price of 
votes. They have no convictions, and no 
preference except for the candidate who 
offers the most for their manhood. The 
highest and the lowest classes are natural 
allies. The proletarian is the complement 
of the plutocrat, and the destruction of 
one would involve the disappearance of 
the other. 

The only remedy for. this evil, which is 
growing greater every day, is a better and 
juster distribution of the earnings of labor. 
The laborer must be allowed a share in the 
prosperity of the country before he can be 
proud of his citizenship and upright in the 
discharge of its duties. The rich man 
cannot be expected to care for the general 
good as long as his wealth represents his 
accumulations and not his earnings. The 
very rich and the very poor together con- 
stitute a menace to the republic which can 
be dispelled only by abandoning the class 
legislation which has produced them both. 
THE light thrown upon the example of 
fraternal devotion furnished by School Di- 
rector CUDMORE by to-day’s SUNDAY 
Posr-Disrarok shows that it is even more 
remarkable than it was thought to be. Mr. 
CUDMORE, as member of the School Board, 
not only secured contracts to the amount 
of over $37 ,000 for his brother, but managed 
his business for him and even signed re- 
ceipts for his firm. In fact, Mr. CUDMOoRE 
seems to have devoted most of his time 
and attention and all of the influence of 
his position to advancing his brother’s 
business, but it is not to be imagined fora 
moment that he received any com pensation 
or shared in the profite, as that would be 
dishonorable and would be a violation of 
the law. 1

THE GOVERNOR'S MIND NOT MADE UP 
AS TO AN EXTRA SESSION.

St. Louis School Matters Discussed at the 
Capital—The Speakership Contest—In- 
dians in the Army—President Harrison 
to Ex-Senator Bilair—Polk’s Reply to 
His Traducers—How Gen. Pleasanton 
Lives at Washington. 


WasHeIneTon, D. O., Oct. 10.—Gen. 
Grant, the Acting Secretary of War, when 
approached upon the subject,is just as 
stoutly opposed to directing any expendl- 
ture of the Jefferson Barracks reconstruct ion 
and repair fundasever. The Secretary feels 
that after the voluminous correspondence 
with the executiveof Missouri concern- 
ing the proper method to be adopted to ob- 
tain the expenditure of the money that it 
should fall by reason of the State’s neglect ft 
is now the height of impertinence to 
make overtures to the War Depart- 
ment with a view ot getting 
it to recede from its position. 
It has recently been suggested to your cor- 
respondent that if Mr. Elkins or some other 
gentleman equally posted in business matters 
should shortly assume the duties of Secretary 
of Warand the exegiences of the Jefferson 
Barracks case are presented to him for the 
time being the work may be allowed to pro- 
ceed in order to save the appropriation from 
lapsing into the general fund in 1692. 
That if the new Secretary should sustain 
the ruling of his predecessor, he might take 
sufficient interest in the matterto suggest a 
plan which would avoid the loss of the ap- 
propriation. Such action on the part of a 
new Secretary of War would, of course, be 
requested only when itis found mexpedient 
to convene an extra session of the State Leg- 
isiature for the purpose of ceding jurisdiction 
to Jefferson Barracks property. 

HIS MIND NOT MADE UP. 

JEFFERSON CiTr, Mo., Oct. 10.—The ques- 
tion of an extra session of the Legislature, 
now agitating the press of the State, was 
broached in the presence of the Governor to- 
day and in the course of conversation he 
said: There is much being said about my 
calling or not calling the Assembly in extra 
session this winter, and you can sar 
that Jam not at. this time decided as to 
whether I shallornot. Ifin my opinion the 
best interests of the State shall demand it I 
shall certainly convene the session, but that 
is a question that I must decide with myself 
first, and then I shall act accordingty.’’

HOW THE FAMOUS CAVALRY SOLDIER LIVES AT 
WASHINGTON. 


WASHINGTON, D. O., Oct. 10.—Near Pennsy!l- 
vania avenue, overlooking one of its beauti- 
ful triangle squares, are the front windows 
ofa two-story and one-half structure, now 
called the Grayson House, and in a small 
room, to which they give light and air, is 
the couch of the soldier who saved the North- 
en army from utter annihilation at Ohan- 
cellorsville. In this bright, cheerful and 
cosy retreat and upon the well-worn couch, 
with his tobacco, cigarettes, books and 
papers scattered about him, may be 
found atany time the broken and bended 
form of Gen. Alfred Pieasanton, One ot the 
most dashing cavalry officers during the war, 
second perhaps to Sheridan and Custer in the 
field, this modest little man has succumbed 
to bodily infirmities which weaken him more 
and more as each day passes. Fully realizing 
that he has not long to live, Gen, Pleasanton 
finds comfort and solace with the one or two 
old friends who make his home their rendes 
vous day by day. After the war he was made 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue, and about 
teat time introduced to the country the famous 
blue grass theory of treatment for allments. 

At the battle of Chancellorsville Gen., then 
Maj., Pleasanton, distinguished himself. It 
was at the time when Stonewall Jackson 
was forcing the Eleventh Army Corps back 
and Pleasanton was called upon for some 
calvary to stop it. He had but two regiments 
of cavalry with him, one of them having been 
retained by Gen. Sickles at the front. Pleas. 
anton found himself in an open space and it 
was filled with fugitives, caissons, ambu- 
lances, guns and everything. He 
saw the moment was critical, 
and called upon Maj. Keenan 
of the Eighth Pennsylvania and ordered him 
to charge the Uonfederates and hold them 
until he, Pleasanton, a cavalry officer, could 
get some guns in position. 

Keenan charged and made one of the most 
gallant charges of the warand was killed at 
the head of his regiment of 400 or 500 men. 
By this move Pleasanton gained ten minutes, 
in which he ran up and unlimbered a dat 
tery, double shotted it with canister and di. 
rected to fire it ow. He ran off the fugitives 
and stopped what cannon he 
could. Altogether he got twenty-two 
guns landed and pointed them 
to the open space beyond. There was an 
immense body of men coming, and as Pileas- 
anton was about to give the word Fire, 
the cry was raised that they were friends. 
As an aid started forward the whole woods 
blazed with musketry 
over the para and 
ton’s guns.

ST. LOUIS SCHOOLS. 


THE WORK OF THE ‘‘POST-DISPATCH’’ COM- 
MENDED AT WASHINGTON. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 10.—The excellent 
work of the Post-Drspatcu in exposing 
methods to be condemned inthe conduct of 
the affairs of the St. Louis public schools has 
caused considerable comment among educa- 
tors in this city. When approached on the 
subject to-day, Gen. Shields disapproved any 
method of conducting the educational inter- 
ests of St. Louis for political purposes. There 
is the same feeling prevailing among all Mis- 
sourlans, who, while not residents of St. 
Louis, necessarily take great pride in her 
schools. 

No man could speak more intelligently up- 
on the situation that the Commissioner of 
Education, Prof. William T. Harris, who for 
years labored earnestly to build up the 
schools of St. Louis, but Prof. Harris feels 
now that it is nolonger his battle, and when 
approaehed upon the subject explained 
that when he left that city de 
found it necessary to abstain from reading 
St. Louis newspapers and even from reading 
many letters giving St. Louis news, because 
he had buried himself so deeply in the affairs 
of that city for twenty years and found it im- 
possibile to turn his mind to any other kind of 
work. On reading news from St. Louis the 
Professor said his mind drifted into the old 
rutsin spite of himself. Therefore at the 
time it would be impossibie for him to 
speak intelligently in regard to the issues 
that may exist in St. Louis.

EDITOR DE YOUNG SAYS THE SITE CHOSEN 18 A 
QUAGMIRE. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Oct. 0.—Secretary 
Foster said this afternoon that he could not 
understand the opposition that had devel- 
oped to the site selected in San Fran- 
cisco for a public building. ‘‘*The site select- 
ed—Seventh and Mission streets, said he, 
as recommended by a committee author- 
ized by the last Congress, indorsed by both 
the California Senators, by members of Con- 
gress from San Francisco and by Messrs.

of consulting as to the best means of secur- 
ing the largest possible attendance of these 
regiments at the national encampment of the 
G. A. R. to be held here next year. Those 
interested desire to have a reunion of the 
First Brigade at the next regular encamp- 
ment. The soldiers who served inthis brig- 
ade are now scattered all over the country 
and itisthe hope of those endeavoring to 
bring about a reunion that all survivors may 
be reached and induced to attend. The regi- 
ments composing this division were the fifth, 
seventh, twenty-ninth and sixty-sixth Ohio.

Zhe Bishop’s Lotter to the “Post-Dis- 
patch” in Which He Makes a Cut a 
the “Western Watcohman’s’’ Editor— 
Father Phelan’s Reply—Bishop Scan“ 
nell’s Adverse Decision. 


Few, perhaps, of the members of the hier- 
archy and distinguished clergy who enjoyed 
go heartily Father Phelan’s witty speech at 
Bishop Hennessy’s jubilee banquet dreamt 
that the barbed shafts of his satire were 
Winged with a personal aim. It may sur- 

some of them to learn that 
pointed allusions in the rever- 
end gentleman’s speech were aimed 
ata distinguished prelatewho sat in close 
to him around the festal board. 
A perusal of the ensuing article will add 
greatly to their enjoyment and understand- 
ing of the orator’s wit. It has been an open 
pecret among the priests of this diocese that 
the relations between Rev. D. 8. Phelan of 
the Western Watchman and Rt. Rev. Thomas 
Bonacum, D. D., now Bishop of Lincoln, 
Neb., are not of a friendly nature.

FATHER PHELAN INTERVIEWED. 

A Post-DIsPpaTcH representative called on 
Rev. Father Phelan at his office yesterday 
and questioned him about the trial.

MILLS—FORAKER—SIMPSON. 


Speeches by These Leaders in Cleveland 
Last Night. 


CLEVELAND, Oct. 10.—Both parties opened 
the campaign here with large and enthusias 
tic meetings to-night. The Republican man- 
agement was first and secured Music 
Hall,and thus put Congressman Roger Q. 
Mills at a disadvantage by compelling him to 
Speak in the older and much less centrally 
located City Armory. Notwithstanding this, 
the Mills meeting was a great success. Fully 
2,500 people heard him discuss the tariff in his 
most convincing style, and frequent and pro- 


longed applause testified to the appreciation 
of the audience. He compared the countr 

now and under a revenue tarif 
and showed in a striking way the manner 
in which protection had interfered with the 
distribution of the profits of labor. It had 

made 10,000 millionaires by taxing the rest of 
the country for the benefit of the manu- 

facturers. The cheapening of goods which 
the Republicans claimed had been caused by 
the tariff was due, he declared, tothe vast 
increase in the use of machinery and the 

lessening of the cost of transportation, and 
not any fiscal policy,and the higher wages 
to-day arethe result of the same agencies. 

Machinery has cheapened the cost of articles, 
and the vast increase in consumption is the 
inevitable result. That in turn increased the 
demand for labor and higher wages followed 
the better demand for labor. His audience 
was composed largely of workingmen and 
they accorded him the closest attention. 

At Music Hall ex-Gov. J. B. Foraker spoke 
to about 2,500 people, many of whom were 
ladies. He explained State issues and par- 
ticularly the importance of securing a Re- 
publican islature in order that the elec- 
toral vote of the State may not be ‘‘Michi- 
ganized’’ and that the successor of 
John Sherman in the Senate may be a 
Republican.

RUINED BY HER MOTHER AND KILLED BY A

ALLISON WHITE’S BODY FOUND. 


The Boy Was Shot Through the Head 
With His Own Gun While Hunting. 
The mystery which surrounded the sudden 
disappearance of young Allison White, the 
15-year-old son of the late Hon. E. J. White, 
Judge of the Second District Police Court, 
was cleared away yesterday by the 


discovery of his body in St. Louis County, 
near Lackland Station. Allison lived with 
his parents at 3408 Franklin avenue and was 
attending school, Last Saturday he accepted 
an invitation to visit the farm or 
Mrs. Mary Apple at Lockwood Station and 
go hunting with her sons. The boys 
went hunting Saturday and Sunday. On 
Monday, Allison went hunting alone, as the 
Apple boys had toattend school. Monday 
night, the dogs he took with him returned 
home, but he did not put in his appear- 
ance. On Monday nignt his two 
companions searched the woods, but 
failed to find him. Last Tuesday 
Chester, the elder brother of Allison, went to 
the farm, and with nine »thers commenced a 
systematic search of the woods and fields. 
The party walked over the country Wednes- 
day, Thursday, Fridayand until 10 o’clock 
yesterday, when they found the body of 
the boy lying near a rail] fence ip Rufus 
J. Lackland’s pasture, several miles from 
Mrs. Apple’s house. The body was lying on 
the left side and when picked up by the 
searching party, the cause of death was at 
once apparent. The boy had attempted to 
climb the rail fence with the gun in 
his hand or to pull it through after him, when 
it went off and the charge of bird shot 
in one barrel entered his left breast under the 
heart. The powder set fire to his clothes and 
in his dying agonies he crawled tWenty feet 
away, as a trail of burnt cloth from the fence 
to the point where he was found showed. No 
blood was seen on the ground between the 
point where the was found and 
the fence, but a heavy rain fell last Tuesday 
night and it is supposed washed the blood 
Stuinsaway. Allison must have received his 
death wound late Monday evening as he was 
seen by afarm hand about 4 o’clock in the 
afternoon some distance from the place 
where the y was found. hes- 
ter, the brother, took charge of 
the remains and carried them tothe family 
residence on Franklin avenue. Deputy Cor- 
orner Meade was notified of thetragic death 
of the boy and held an inguest last night. 
He rendered a verdict saying the boy met his 
death from a gunshot wound accidentally 
inflicted.

JEFFERSON City, Mo., Oct. 10.—Pursuant to 
a resolution passed by the Teachers’ Asso- 
ciation at its meeting at Pertle Springs in 
June last, President A. E. Fleet appointed a 
committee consisting of one from each con- 
gressional district, one from each of the 
Normal schools and twoat — to consult 
With Supt.

SADDLES WHICH SHOULD BE USED 
LARGE AND SMALL WOMEN.

Delusions of the Feminine Equestrienne— 
Peculiarities Which Make Life a Burden 

to Her Horse-—Something About the 
Snaffle and the Curb. 


Written for the SUNDAY POst- DISPATCH. 

It takes only half an hour’s observation of 
the riders who frequent the bridle paths of 
Forest Park to see that saddle horses are 
equipped with as varying and, alas! as crude 
taste, judgment and knowledge of the re- 
quirements of rider and steed as are the 
women one meets promenading Broadway on 
a Saturday afternoon,

The average feminine rider things she has 
conquered the difficulty when she uses a sad- 
dle thatis ‘‘English;’’ as to bridles, the less 
she says on the subject the better. She’ll 
tell you if you ask her that she uses a dit 
and bridoon,’’ whichis better called curb 
and waffle, and she knows so little about the 
construction of the instruments of guidance 
and torture that are in her horse’s mouth, the 
horse she pets and feeds with sugar and vows 
she just loves, that you ean see her every 
day pulling with one rein onthe waffle and 
the other on the curb, serenely unconscious 
of her wickedness and congratulating herself 
on how she will look, 

The first thing in buying a saddle is to see 
that it fits the horse it is to be used on, for all 
horses can’t wear the same saddle any more 
than all men can wear the same coat. The 
next thing is to see that it fits the rider. The 
seat must be long enough and wide enough, 
but not too long or too wide, and the pom- 
mels must be just big enough. The upper 
end should form a comfortable socket for the 


right leg so it can be easily grasped, and the 
lower ould round over the left leg, neither 
extending far enough to form unsightly 
humps, as One sees in misfit saddles. 

The only comfortable saddle fora woman 
is one with a level seat. The least dip in the 
seat is what causes the plaint. ‘‘Oh, how 
my back aches,’’ when a woman has been 
riding a little while, and it will spoil the seat 
of even an accomplished rider. It must be 
lightly and carefully padded, not so up- 
holstered that it holds the rider away from 
the horse. The closer a saddle allows one to 
come to the horse the better it is for securit 8 
comfort and grace, not to mention the 
direct benefit there is to the horse.

THE BIRD IN THE CAGE. 


A Simple Optical Experiment to Dlustrate 
Binocular Vision. 

Draw on a sheet of papera bird cage and 
at a little distance a bird. You can now 
make the bird pass over and enter the cage. 
Take an ordinary visiting card between two 
fingers and place it edgewise perpendicularly 
on the paper between the cage and the bird. 
Thea place the end of your nose on the upper

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edge of the card and look at the two objects. 
The bird will tmmediately take fight and you 
will see it in the cage. 

The figure on the right will save the trouble 
of making the drawing, although it is too 
Small to get the best results. The line indi- 
cates the position of the card. Be careful 
that the card isso placed with reference to 
the light that it does not cast a shadow on 
either side. 

This simple experiment illustrates what is 
called binocular vision.

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2 Prisoner's Story of the Recent 


HE CHARGES A CONSPIRACY, AND THAT 
THE GUARDS WERE IN IT. 


Story of How the Impression of the Key 
Was Secured-—Saws and Files Con- 
cealed in Sugar Said to Have Been 
Passed In Through the Soreen— The Al- 
leged Complicity of the Guards. 


Following the sensational escape of ten 
Prisoners from the St. Louis Jail last week a 
Bteady and untiring investigation of the 
affair has been carried forward by the proper 
authorities. 

There were circumstances surrounding the 
mysterious jail delivery which warranted 
this investigation. There were circum- 
stances surrounding it which warranted 
the belief that such investigation was 
imperative, because the escape of the 
ten prisoners from inside the Jail walls 
meant a guilty complicity on the part of men 
who were not confined within those same 
limits. 

The parties making the official investiga- 
tion, however, have failed to solve the mys- 

tery of the affair. Despite their every en- 
* @deavor they were yesterday obliged to 
confess that so far they had learned nothing. 
Nota statement has been obtained by them 
which throws the faintest additional light on 
the real facts of the escape of the ten pris- 
oners. They have not, on their own ac- 
knowledgement, even one clew upon which 
to work in the matter. 

The SUNDAY PoOst-DrspaTcn to-day pub- 
lishes a statement which the official investi- 
@ation has failed to develop. 

Itis a shorthand report of a confession 
made yesterday to a SUNDAY Posr-Disraron 
reporter by Prisoner Wilson Howard, now 
confined in the St. Louis jation a charge of 
murder. The statement was taken down in 
shorthand as it was made by Howard in the 
jail and is word for word just what he told of 
his knowledge of the affair. 

The only change made inthe verbatim in- 
terview given below is the omission of the 
names of the guards whom Howard’s story 
Charges with complicity in the whole- 
Bale jall delivery. This omission 
is made only because the story is 
told by a person pending trial for murder, 
and because itis for the authorities to deal 
with the persons whom Howard's confession 
@harges with the crime of guiltily allowing 
ten prisoners to escape from their custody. 

The names of those guards, together with 
the shorthand and the transcribed report of 
Moward’s confession, are now held at the 
Post-DisraTcu office, subject to the order of 
the Grand-jury investigating the escape of 
the ten prisoners. 

The confession was obtained from Howard

afarcical election of a successor, influenced te this 
act by dictation of politicai tricksters, that the Court 
and Attorney-General had decided that m removal 
had been lawfully accomplished.

the Kansas Eight-Hour 
Enactment, 


TOPEKA, Kan., Oct. 10,—The Supreme Court 
to-day held that the new eight-hour law did 
not apply to the officers and employes in the 
State institutions. The decision finally dis- 
poses of the agitation over the new 
law and practically nulles it. An 
attempt was made to enforce the 
law in the penitentiary and eleemosynary 
institutions. The Bureau of Charities, which 
had charge of them, in a communication to 
the Governor held that the enforcement of 
the new law weuld close the State Peniten- 
tlarx and the asylums, as the, appropriation 
was barely sufficient to keep them running 
by working the employes on the old schedule. 
Warden Case of the Penitentiary, upon in- 
structions from the Governor, refused to 
comply with the law, and the Attorney-Gen- 
eral brought mandamus proceedings against 
him and the Penitentiary directors.

Wilson Howard Grew Up Amid Dark 
Scenes of Tragedy. 


THE ADVENTUROUS LIFE OF A PRISONER 
IN THE sT. LOUIS JAIL. 


A Page From the Bloody History of Har- 
lan County, KY. — Battles Around a 
Court-House and Duele in the Mount- 
ains—A Vendetta Which Has Followed 
a Young Man Into Missouri. 


A muscular young man of 25, with short 
black hair, keen dark eyes and heavy black 
mustache, came out of his cell inthe city 
jail yesterday morning as the guard opened 
the door, and strode overthe floor toward 
the visitors’ grating withthe long swinging 
step of the mountaineer. A well-dressed 
manof 40 was leaning against the grating 
outside, with his hands in his overcoat 
pockets. ‘‘Good morning, Wils,’’ said he, 
as the young prisoner approached. 

Ho are you, Ed?’’ said the young man. 

Then the two, being unable to shake hands 
through the grating, nodded and smiled and 
looked at each other affectionately. The 
prisoner was Wilson Howard, who will be 
tried for his life in Lebanon early next 
month. The man outside was Edward J. 
Howard, of Middlesborough, Ky., a boyhood 
friend of his and one of his attorneys. 
Though they bear the same namethey are 
not related by blood. Both belong toold 
Kentucky families whose homes have been in 
Harlan County for more than 100 years. 

THE HEIR OF A FEUD. 

Ed Howard, as he grew up, studied law and 
wentinto politics. He isnowa member of 
the firm of Hilburn & Howard. Last year he 
ran for Congress in his district on the Demo- 
cratic ticket and reduceda Republican ma- 
jority of 2,500 to 1,200. Wils was made 
a different man by circumstances. 
When a mere youth an accident 
involved him in the bloody feud between the 
Howard, Turner and Bailey families, which 
grew up after the war. In endeavoring to 
wash his hands of the wretched warfare, 
after he had killed several men and had been 
wounded more than once himself, he came to 
Missouri three years ago with his uncle, Will 
Jennings, who was tired of fighting. too 
and they settled near Springfield’ In 
April of that year, John Rector, a tarmer of 
Maries County, lost some money and got the 
idea that a deaf mute named Thos. Me- 
Michaels had stolen it. Maries County is a 
long distance from Springfield, but Jennings 
heard of the affair,and riding to Rector’s 
— volunteered to get the money for the 
armer, representing to him that he was a 
detective. Rector consented and Jennings 
arrested the deaf mute and found the stolen 
money, half ot which, by the agreement, he 
returned to Rector. 

Aithough it was clear that the 
thief had been found, the Grand-jury didn’t 
like that way of executing the law, and in- 
dicted Jennings for robbery, on the testi 
mony Ofthe deaf mute. He gave Dail and 
went back to Springfield. 

THE MURDER IN MISSOURI.

The life of Wilson Howard has been most 
adventurous, and as full of tragedy as that 
of a Highlander in the days of Rob 
Roy. The county where he was 
brought up, Harlan, is one of the 
border counties of Kentucky, near the point 
where that State, Virginia and Tennessee 
join. Before the war it was peopled by 
farmers and stockraisers who rarely quar- 
reled and a murder was a most unusual 
thing. Howard’s family was noted as one of 
Se largest slave-owning familiesin the 

tate. 

BORN AMID PISTOL SMOKE. 

William Turner’s was the other. After the 
war the Turners got into trouble with another 
family in the county,the Middletons. There 
were several street fights, one Turner and 
three Middletons were killed, and the Mid- 
dleton family virtually ceased to exist, but 
left their quarrei to the @iiberts, The Tur- 
ners fought the Gilberts fortwo years, and 
after several men had been killed the Gil- 
berts retired from the combat. Amid such 
disorder Wilson Howard was born. The 
Turners then controlled the county 
and had no opposition, but they 
came into collision with the How- 
ards. Willis Howard kept a saloon in 
Harlan Oourt-house, and Bob Turner hada 
moonshine distillery in the mountains. They 
interferred with each other’s trade, and be- 
gan quarreling aboutit. One day they met 

tharmed, and Turner drew on oward 
who shot him dead. Howard was tried and 
acquitted, but the killing introduced the 
family of Wilson to the county feud, and 
from that time it never left the minds 
of the men engaged in it. 

RIFLE SHOTS AT THE FIRESIDE. 

Rob Turper’s brother Will had been in the 
Gilbert feud. He had killed more than one 
man, and was brave and a good shot. A 
few days after Rob’s death Will went to the 
house of Willis Howard, five miles from the 
Court-house. He pushed open the door and 
looked in. Willis and his family were sitting 
around an open flre-place in which great logs 
were burning, A up the whole 
room. The beauty of the domestic scene did 
not appeal to the man outside, with his 
Winchester rifle in his hands. He took de- 
liberate aim at Willisand fired. As he pulled 
the trigger Willis heard a noise and turned 
his head. It saved his life. The ballet 
missed him and wounded his mother in the 
arm. Hesprang for his pistol, which lay on 
the bed, and fired at Turner, wounding him 
Slightiy. The assassin mounted his horse 
and fied to Texas, Willis Howard and his 
friends followed himand brought him back 
to Harlan County to be tried. 

Turner had not been homea day when his 
father, George B. Turner, a man nearly 70 
years old, but passionate and unforgiving, 
sentanegro boy to Willis Howard with a 
message: 

Mars Turner say his bull dog’s back, an’ 
if you all wants to fight drop nh the cote- 
house nex’ Monday mo’nin’.’

He gave the negro a dram and sent him 
back and then went outand called together 
all of the men ofthe family. 

WILSON HOWARD’S FIRST BATTLE. 
Wilson Howard was a boy of 19 then, and a 
ood hunter, but he had never shot at a 
uman being, and he had no Inclination that 

way. But his uncle took him along that Mon- 
day — with a score of other Howards. 

They rode into the town, and were fired 
at from ambush by the Turners, 
who were in the houses. The Howards 
sought the same kind of shelter, and a scat- 
tering fire was kept up for an hour or two. 
when Will Turner left his hiding place and 
swaggered openly down the street witha 

istol in each hand. A rifle shot from a win- 
owand he fell dead. That ended the fight. 

The Turners said the boy Wilson had fired 
the shot and had him indicted. His friends 
balled him out and advised him to leave 
Kentucky.

River Improvement Opposed by Certain 
St. Louis Interests. 


SUCH I6 THE CHARGE OFFICIALLY MADE 
BY MAYOR NOONAN. 


The Improvement of the Mississippi Be- 
tween This City and Cairo Said to Have 
Been Defeated by Citizens of St. Louis 
—An Outspoken Communication From 
Mayor Noonan. 


Yesterday afternoon Mayor k. A. Noonan 
addressed a letter in his official capacity to 
Harbor Commissioner Daniel Able in refer- 
ence to the convention for the improvement 
of Western waterways to be held in Evans- 
ville, Ind., on Oct. 16. After naming the 
committee, and stating the needs of st. 
Louls, Mayor Noonan makes charges, 
couched in unmistakable language, that the 
improvement of the river between this city 
and Cairo has been prevented by the mach- 
mat ions of certain St. Louis interests that 
Gesired to prevent the development of the 
river route. 

MAYOR NOONAN'’S LETTER.

MALOOLM W. FORD. 


THE CHAMPION ALL-AROUND ATHLETE 8E 
RIOUSLY ILL. 

New Yorn, Oct. 20.—Malcolm W. Ford, who 
is the greatest all-around athlete America 
has ever produced, is a sufferer with typhoid 
fever at his home in Brooklyn. He caughta 
severe cold a few days before the metropoll- 
tan championships, which settled in his neck 
and shoulders. Though not feeling well he 
competed at these games, also a week later 
at the Manhattan Athietic Club COarn!i- 
val of Sport. He kept on train- 
ing and expected to recover in time 
to accompany the M. A. OC. team to the Cana - 
dianand American championships. But at 
the time the team started West he was con- 
fined to his bed and later the more serious 
malady developed. During the t week 
he has been unconscious and delirious. 
one time his physicians gave him up, and 
after a consultation decide@ that he could

shown a marked improvement, 
and the doctors now have great hopes of his 
complete recovery. Ford is 28 years old and 
was born in Brooklyn. He has deen compet- 
ing in athletic sports for ten years. During 
his career he has won many championships 
and lowered many records. His specialty is 
jumping. Up to a year ago he held the 
world’s broad jumping record of 28 feet 8 
inches. Many people believe him capable of 
umping twenty-four feet. If e had 

mn in condition this fall there is 
littie doubt that he would have again 
placed the record to his credit. He 
won his first championship in 1883. In that 
ear he carried off the broad and 12 jump- 
ng American championships, also the Canad 
dian high Jumping championship. The fol- 
lowing year he placed four championships to 
his list of victories—the 100 and 220- yard spurts 
and the broad jump, also the Canadian 220- 
yard championship. In 1885 he won the indi- 
vidual all-around championship and would 
have successfully defended the title since 
but for his disqualification for two 
years. As it is. he won the all-around 
championship for 1885, 1886, 1888 and 1889. 
Besides the all-around, he won three other 
American championships in 1885, the 100 and 
220-yard and the broad jump. The Canadian 
40-yard championship also went to him that 
year. In 1886 he won the American 100-yard, 
and broad yeep and the Canadian 100 and 
220 yard, the broad and high jump cham- 
pionship, besides the all-around champion 
ship of America. In 1889 he carried off the 
broad-jumping championship of America and 
Canada. He did not compete since 1889 until 
this summer on account of his trouble 
with the Amateur Athietic Union. Last 
spring he joined the Manhattan Athletic 
Club and accompanied the team to England 
and France. He won the broad-jumping 
championship of England andthe 120-yard 
high hurdle championship of France. Ford 
has been the athietic editor of the Turf, Field 
and Farm tor two years and his able articles 
are greatly appreciated by every one 
interested in athletic sport. He under- 
Stands athletes from A to Z and 
besides being an able writer is always glad 
and willing to advise his fellow-athletes. To 
him is largely due the credit of the success of 
many great athletes. He is in the habit of 
practicing in the Brooklyn 1. M. C. A. Gym- 
nasium. A great many prominent high 
jumpers learned the first rudiments ot the 
game there irom him, for his style of jump- 
ing is perfect.

PROSPECTS OF COMPETITORS FOR THE NEW 
YORK ‘*‘WORLD’’ PRIZES. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Oct. 10.—Thursday is 
the date named for the close of the competi- 
tion forthe New York WoRLD’s match and 
the Royal Blue Line’s money.

Pending Judge Swan’s 
decision there were very few attempts 
to cross the border, as the Mongolians seemed 
afraid that they might be ordered back to 
China. Two days after the decision was an 
nounced business was resumed, and on the 
third day the police took in twelve benighted 
heathen at one haul. 

As soon as a Chinaman lands in Vancouver

On arriving on the Ca- 
nadian side the officials demanded their cer 
tificates. Their faces remained Diank until 
they were told in English that they must pro- 
duce their certificates or go to jall. wo 
of them fumbled around in their clothes 
and produced the certificates. The third in- 
dica that he had none and was told to 
hand over $0. He had no money. When it 
became a 2 of money or jall he pulled 
off his double-decked shoe and took $1580 from 
the double sole. Tue three were released and 
immediately began talking good English. 
They had all lived tn California and had gone 
to China since the ween = of the exclusion 
act, thus barring themselves out of the 
United States. 


ENOWN IN ST. LOUIS. 


The Late Col Wyncoop Was Frequently a 
Visitor to St. Louis. 


The recent death of Col. E. W. Wynkoop, 
which occurred the past month at Santa Fe, 
N. M., was announced in dispatches from 
that place. Col. Wynkoop was known to 
many friends inst. Louis and made occa- 
sional stops here when passing through to 
his native State, Pennsylvania, from whence 


when still a youth be volunteered in the Mex- 
ican war. Then last in this city, some ten 
years since, he entertained a proposal in 
connection witha St. Louis journalist for 
writing up and furnishing the material for a 
history of the Indian wars on the great plains 
since 10. 1 wes. to be pompetoen two 
books, each bracing a decade, but other 
duties delayed and finally suspended the 
work, 

Col., then Maj... Wynkoop was in command 
of Fort Lyon, Colorado Territory, and made 
an agreement with the Cheyenne and Arapa- 
hoe tribes vy which, on the surrender of 
their arms andthe delivering up of some 
white prisoners, they were promised peace 
and security from attack. They were ad 
vised to pitch their camp in a place of sup- 
posed security on Sand Creek, some forty 
miles from Fort Lyon, which was done under 
the direction of United States officers. 

At daybreak on the morning of the 29th of 
November, 194, the Kev. Col. Chivington, 
with the Colorado Volunteers, swooped down 
upon them, massacreing one-third of their 
number, many of them women and children. 
This wanton massacre shocked the entire 
country and was denounced by Wynkoop in 
unmeasured terms, as his plighted faith had 
been disregarded by the volunteers, who 
were doubtless instigated to avenge some 
atrocious murders committed by the Indians 
near their homes. 

In 1867 Maj. Wynkoop, as Indian Agent, was 
active in assembling the verious hostile 
tribes at Medicine Lodge Creek, where a 
grand council was held with the peace com- 
missioners, Gens. Harney, Sanborn and 
Sherman and John B. Henderson of st. 
Louls, before which time the Major held in 
custody as hostages the leading cniefs, Sa- 
tanta and Little Raven,to keep them and 
their followers on their good behavior. 

The dead soldier was of noble and chivalric 
bearing. and his friends here, as well as 
throughout the Rocky Mountain region, will 
regret his loss.

The Public Scandals Still Engrossing 


Attention. 


MAYOR PORTER OF BELLEVILLE, ONT., 


SENT TO JAIL FOR VOTING TWICE. 


The Mercier Investigating Committee to 
Sit in Quebec Instead of Montreal— 
Col. Dodge’s Article on the Unpro- 


tected Border Ridiculed by the Oana- 
dian Press. 


MONTREAL, Oct. 10.—What has certainly 
been the most exciting session of tha. 
Jeg- 


Parliament of Canada since that 


islative body was created has just 
closed, after having lasted for dw months. 
The proceedings of this session have done 
more to attract the attention of the world to 
the Dominion and its public men than any- 
thing else that has occurred since Canada 
wasamere colony. The Parliament which 
mot at Ottawa on April d was a ned one, 
fresh from the people. The business that lay 
before it was apparently light and it was ex- 


pected it would be over in eight or ten weeks. 


But it soon became evident that u 
protracted session was in sight. First 
came Mr. Tarte’s arraignment of Sir 


Hector Langevin and Mr. Thomas McGreevy 
for wholesale and gross corruption, the in- 


vestigation of which only ended a few weeks 
ago and resulted in driving the former out 
of the Cabinet and the latter out of the 
House, with criminal prosecution hanging 


over his head. After that came the almost 
sudden death of Sir John Macdonald and the 


consequent squabble between rivals in the 
Cabinet for promotion, which terminated in 


the appointment of Hon. J. J. C. Abbott, 
then Treasurer, of the infamous Canadian 


Pacific scandal, to the premiership. Then 
came charges of corruption against other 


members of the Cabinet and of the Tory sup- 
porters, followed by the disgraceful efforts 
of the Government to hush them up. The 
session of 1891 will certainly be a memorable 
ope in Canadian history. 

Mr. B. G. Porter, Mayor of Belleville, 
Ontario, is in trouble. He has just been 
sentenced to paya fine of $100 and be im- 


prisoned for twenty-four hours, for having 


voted twice for the Conservative candidate in 
West Hestings at the last Dominion election. 


As Mr. Porter’s party opposed the principle 


of ‘‘one man one vote“ he probably consid- 


ered it his duty t6 demonstrate hfs dislike for 
that principie ina practical way. He has 
been made to suffer in a practical way, at all 


events. 
The judicial commission which isto inves- 
tigate the alleged corrupt convention be- 


tween Premier Mercier of Quebec and his 
cabinet and the Baie des Chaleurs railway 
scandal, will, ft has now been decided, sit in 


Quebec City instead of Montreal, as had at 
first been arranged. The commission wil! 


open about the 15th or 16th inst. As the time 
of its session approaches the interest in the 


matter eases. It is confidently antic!- 
pated by the membersof the Liberal party 


that Mr. Mercier will succeed in showing that 


his hands and those of his colleagues 
are clean. Considerable discussion 
is expected over the attempt 
of Gov. Angers to Umit the scope of the in- 
guiry to the charge that the Liberal party 
obtained $100,000 out of the subsidies recently 
voted for abe construction ofthe road. The 
Liberals demand a thorough investigation of 
the whole history of the line, belféving as 
they Gothatthey can prove that the Con- 
servative party misapplied $500,000 out of 
former subsidies. It is certainly a suspicious 
circumstance that the Conservattves should 
try to prevent a full and complete investiga- 
tion. 
A CRITICISM OF COL. DODGE. 

Col. Dodge’s extraordinary article in the 
New York Forum has excited considerable 
discussion in the Canadian press. Perhaps 
the most significant, as it is certainly the 
most sensible, comment upon itis that made 
by the Montreal Star, a Gaily journal, 
which has by far the largest 
circulation in the Dominion: Col. 
Dodge, it says, attempts to revive the old 
silly scare about the defenselessness of the 
United States on the Canadian frontier. To 
read his article one would almost imagine 
that Canada was preparing to swoop down 
on the States like the wolf on the fold, or like 
the Russians on Turkey. In two weeks after 
the declaration of war, he says, England 
could place fifty gunboats on the lakes and 
more than thirty armed vessels in the har- 
bors of leading American cities, and could 
concentrate 76,000 regular troops in Canada, 
backed by a sturdy militia, ready to march 
across the border, while in twice that time 
— of her Asiatic squadron could sail 
brough the Golden Gate. No doubt there 
areterrible possibilities in case of a war 
with England, but does anybody believe 


there is the slightest probability of 


such a war? Col. Dodge should take a 
tour along the Canadian border and observe 
how ourcities arein the same ex an 

defenseless condition as the cities on the 
other side. On his route he m t come 
across an old British pensioner who would 
tell him how England over twenty an ago 
withdrew her troops Canada and dis- 
mantied the fortifications ang the lakes. 


Then he might reflect that we are not 5,000,000

He Has Invented a New Electric Street 


Oar System.

The Wizard Says Cable Stock Holders and 
Street Car Managements Will Have 
Cause for Regret When He Shows 
Them His New Invention—The Kinto- 
graph to Be Exhibited at Chicago. 


New York, Oct. 10.—The street railway 
managements of the country will be deeply 
interested and greatly worked up over the 
latest discovery or invention, whichever it 
may be called, of Thomas A. Edison, the 
great electrician, It is the application of 
electricity tobe used as motor power for 
street cars without the use of trolleys or the 
conduit system. Mr. Edison refuses to give 
out the details of his improvement, but states 
that he has thoroughly tested the matter and 
that itis a success. If the result bears out 
Mr. Edison's statements it will work a revo. 
lution of the street car system of the whole 
country. 

Although reticent as to details, Mr. Edison 
has spoken sufficiently on the subject to give 
an idea of what his improvement is. He hag 
tested it, he says, ona quarter mile track in 
his workshop and it has stood all the tests. 
He has varied his summer occupation of 
electrical mining at Ogden, N. J., 
by an application of the tests 
and has just com pleted his 
task, and with all the satisfaction he states 
Of success. The system is to be used some- 
where shortly, he states, but just where he 
will not disclose. Railway companies which 
have recently spent large sums in putting in 
cable plants, Mr. Edison says, will be very 
sorry they did not wait a little while longer 
when they see how his system works. 

It can be used, he says, on any kind of a 
car and with any kind ot a rail. The cost is 
one-third of the expense of building a cable 
road, and the operating is much cheaper. The 
change can be made at the rate ofa block a 
night and the road be kept running every 
day. The transition will take place almost 
without the people being aware of it. Only 
the rails are used as conductors and there is 
no slot. There is no danger, he 
states, and a current can be 
picked up through two and one 
half inches of mud. It is not the storage 
battery system. The regular motors under 
the cars are used. The current is picked up 
from the rails, jay Spey it traverses in a 
manner which Mr. Edison will not explain, 
but there is no danger, he says, of its escap- 
ing. The system, he says, is perfectly safe.

Mr. Edison’s statements ö from any- 
one else would be received with much u- 
credulity. As it is it is very dificult to can 
ceive, especially the statement regarding the 
safety of the rail used as an electrical gon 
auctor. On the other hand it is equally as 
improbable that Mr. Edison, after 
achieving such results as he has done, would 
place himself on record as advocating absurd 
propositions. 

The only information Mr. Edison gives out 
regarding the — — of his system is that 
the North A can company is going to 
use it somewhere. The general public will 
waitanxiously tohear further this matter. 
Mr. Edison in Speaking of his improvement 
laid spectal stress on the fact that the over- 
head Ape system which is so objectionable 
will be entirely done away with by his sys- 
tem.

Our fll luck did not prevent us from 
making an excellent dinner stewed roan 
antelope of our own cooking. During our 
absence our camp had been moved inan east- 
erly direction some three and a half miles 
away from the road into the veldt. Consid- 
—— that it was still too near the road to see 
much game, we determined to devote the 
next day to moving the camp a good distance 
further into the veldt down the Bubjane 
River. This we effected. 

It was a trek of much interest, as we had to 
make our own road through the bush. Oapt. 
Williams, Lee and I 1. 5 N on ah to 
find out the best way through the trees and 
how to avoid the rocky ground. We had to 
cross the River Umjunge just where it joins 
the Bubjane, This was rather an anxious 
business, for the banks were high and the 
sandy bed was heavy. The mules were taken 
out of the spider and attached to the team of 
the mule weg. Drawn by eighteen mules 
the wagon literally bounded the bank, 
more than once within an ace of capsizing, 
and for a moment stuck fast in tne sand. 
mules, however, pease equal tu the emer- 

ney, and stimulated by the most tremen- 

ous cracking of ‘‘vorschbachts’’ and some 
lashings, snccessfully dragged their load up 
the opposite bank, where they were soon fol- 
lowed the spider. 

At 10 O elock we outspanned and rested till 
lin the afternoon, when we inspanned again 
and trekked till sunset. We accomplished 
altogether about ten miles. The ax had often 
to be freely resorted to to clear away the 
bush ahead.

THE BOOK TABLE. 


ANOTHER VOLUME OF PROF. MORLEY’S 
WORK ON ENGLISH LITERATURE. 


The German Emperor William II.— Heber 
Newton’s Apology—A Book for the 
Little Folk—Notes of the Magazines— 
Literary Gossip. 


The seventh volume of Prof. Henry Mor- 
ley’s English Writers“ brings the story 
down to Coverdale, and within ear shot of 
the Elizabethans. The first and second 
chapters of this volume are occupied with a 
general survey of Europe, following the 
capture of Constantinople, the extinction of 
the Byzantine Empire, and the consequent 
invasion of Western Europe by Greek schol- 
ars, who imparted new life to the dormant 
energies of the West and inaugurated the 
movement known asthe Rennaissance. The 
introduction of the new learning into England 
by Colet and its cultivation by Erasmus are 
briefly described along with the influence felt 
in England of the discovery of new lands in 
the West. 

Thesé chapters are followed by others on 
the morality play, on Colet and More’s 
**Utopia’’ on the Church Militant,’’ the his- 
torlans and other ofthe forces which made 
themselves manifest in English literature in 
that time of preparation. The chief 
influence which found expression in England 
at that time was as always, the religious. 
„The whole story of England, says Mr. 
Morley in his concluding note, ‘‘as shown in 
its literature, isthe story of a nation which 
has for the mainspring of its action, a relig- 
lous sense of duty, seeking to find out the 
right and do it, to find out the wrong and get 
it undone.’’ And it may be added that no 
better account of the long procession of 
English worthies who reflected the spirit of 
En gland in their works can be found than that 
contained in the series of noble volumes 
which, let us hope, Prof. Morley will be 
spared to complete. No other historian of 
literature has surpassed him in the easy sym- 
pathy which he has established with his 
heroes. His own style catches the infection of 
their thought; his interest is as absorbing in 
the fortunes of English literature at its source 
as in later and more fruitful epochs. His stud- 
ies of individual authors are illustrated by side 
lights from contemporary events. Literature 
is taken as the expression of a nation’s 
thought, through which the people’s hopes 
and fears can be studied; and in every page 
of these volumes events are quick with life. 
Prof. Morley’s work is a profound and 
fascinating account of a most fascinating 
subject. When completed it will stand with- 
out a rival asa history of literature.

The Processes by Which Leaden Shot and 
“Shoddy’’ Are Manufactured. 

When first used leaden shot were cast in 

molds like bullets. The tedious process was 

soon abandoned, as some bright shot molder 


| noticed that molten lead would form in 


globular drops like water, and if cooled 
quickly would retain that shape. The molten 
lead was then poured through asieve or 
cullender into a tub of water, placed a few 
feet below. This method of manufacture 
was quite acceptable for a long time 
but the shot were very irregular in shape, 
necessitating tedious sorting. These imper- 
fections were due to the too rapid cooling of 
the globules, by their being dropped into the 
water when too hot. The surfaces formed 
a solid crust, while the interior remained 
fuid,and this, afterwards cooling, shrunk, 
and so produced the imperfections.

In order to make the molten lead form more 
perfect povsies and not harden in elongated 
spheroids, from three to eight of 
arsenic or orpiment is added to every thou- 
sand pounds of lead as a sort of ‘‘shorten- 
ing. since the alloy of lead and arsenic is 
much less adhesive than the pure lead, and 
so is less likely to adhere to holes of the 
cullender and spoil the shape ofthe glob- 
ules. The fumes of arsenic being very danger- 
ous, small ‘‘pigs’’ of the alloy containing 
arsenic in — 0 quantities are cast from her 
metically sealed melting pots, and thege are 
addded in proper proportion to the molten 
lead inthe open vessels at the top of the 
shot tower. 

In melting, the surface of the lead becomes 
covered with a crust of white spon oxide 
called cream by the workmen, this is 
used to coat over the bottom of the cul- 


perature of the molten lead varies with the 
size of the shot. For the largest tt should 

such that a straw plunged into it 
Will be scarcely browned, for the smaller 
sizes the temperature is higher. When the 
lead is thoroughly melted and of the 
temperature the workman puts the cream“ 
into the cullender, pressing it well against 
the sides. He then pours in the lead from an 
iron ladle, beimg careful not to put in too 
much at a time lest it should run through too 
fast. But, although the holes in the cullen- 
der are of the same diameter, the shot which 
fall into the tub below arenotof the same 
size, so they must be sorted. This is done by 
a series of square sheet iron sieves 
oscillating one above the other, the holes 
in the lower sieves gradually diminishing 
in size. Thelarge shot remainin the upper 
sieves, the smaller sizes being retained in the 
sieves below. 

In spite of all precautions there will be a 
great many irregular shot formed, elongated 
spheroids, flattened disks, cup-shaped shot 
or shot with long tails. These are separat 
by quite a simple but ingenious process (see 
figure).

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When a woman gets into a condition of 
mind which onlya telegram can relieve, it
